I beg to hand y o u herew ith sev eral memo randa and letters relating to 
street railway and o ther lo cal public utilities furnishing light, heat and po wer, which I hav e been 
asked to bring to y o ur attentio n by a co m m ittee representing public utility interests. 


These papers indicate the ex istence o f genuine apprehensio n regarding the adequacy , under 
present co nditio ns, o f the serv ices and rates o f lo cal public utilities. 
The v iew is ex pressed that 
increased wages and the high co st o f essential m aterials and supplies hav e affected them as they 
hav e affected ev ery bo dy else, and that united effo rt w ill be necessary in o rder to meet alike the public 
requirem ents fo r serv ice and the co rpo rate financial needs upo n which that serv ice depends.

Censo rship o f So ldiers’ Letters 


jpERHAPS some day we will be told why it has been decided to leav e sol­ 
diers’ addressee out of casualty lists. 
It 1s eaid that the new departure 
has been taken because it is the desire of the French. 
Why the French 
sho uld desire it is the thing that no one here is able to understand. 
If they 
hav e a good reason for it, no one on this side of the Atlantic would hesitate 
fo r a moment to put up with temporary worries and pangs of doubt in order 
to meet the request. 
If there Is no such good reason, it is fair to presume 
that the order will before long be rescinded. 
Major General Peyton C. March, acting chief of staff of our army, pro­ 
mulg ated the order soon after his return from Franco. 
That he is a man 
o f g reat common sense is shown by his v iews on gov ernment censorship of 
war news, outside of this censorship of casualty lists. 
He calls the "muz- 
Btlng censorship” that has been exercised most lamentable. 
Ho fav ors a 
freer publication of army doings, a letting up of much senseless suppression. 
It will be a g o o d thing to let the soldiers write home v ery freely about 
their ex periences in the trenches. 
There would not seem to be much to 
conceal. 
Ev erything they are doing will be knoarn to the Germans long 
befo re the news could leak out through home letters. 
Meanwhile the constant publication In the home newspapers of letters 
fro m the soldiers, and the passing them around from hand to hand and 
family to family, will he helpful. 
It 1 h going to make us all feel proud of 
o ur bo y s. The prouder we are of them, the better we shall support them, 
the readier we shall be to make the sacrifices that we need to make, and 
fro m which so me of us hang back. 
It will Inspire hew patriotism. 
When the soldier writes home from his own experience of the cruelty 
and faithlessness of the Germans, the doubters at home will be silenced. 
They will realize that they must support the war or come un der the German 
heel. 
Happily these doubters are now few, much fewer than when we 
entered the war, but we do not want any oMhem. 
To ex amine all letters that are being sent home is a stupendousf'task, 
requiring a large force o f people o f good Intelligence.

Beating the Mines 
N 0T all the ships that go to the bottom are sunk by submarines. 
A great 
many hav e struck floating mines. 
Here is one of the perils our soldier 
boys are meeting as they cross to France. 
But than ks to the persistent work 
to av ert this danger, there is hope that the mines may not get any of our 
transports. 


German mines are one of the most dev ilish frightfulnesses of this war. 
They hav e been a peri! to all American and n eutral shipping. Germans hav e 
been placing these mines by the hundred thousand. 
They cost $1,500 each. 
Those of the common type are huge steel eggs, so anchored as to float 
iome eight feet below the surface of the water, where no lookout could ev er 
•ee them. 
They hav e small cylinders of lead projecting frara their tops, 
which are broken on contact with a v essel. 
This breaks v ials that contain 
chemicals, which, uniting with other chemicals, produce an electrical 
charge, and connect with the detonator. The explosion will take the bottom 


out of a powerful ship. 
Originally the Gormans employed disguised merchan t ships to lay 
the» « mines. 
Now they are laid almost entirely by submarines, which can 
conduct this work without discov ery, but of course are subject to pursuit 
by American and other destroyers when they come to the surface. 
These mines would be a terrible peril were it not for the efficient work 
of mine sweeping done by British trawlers. 
Sweeping these mines is the 
most dangerous work in this war. 
The casualties are 60 per cent hightr 
than in serv ice in the trenches. 
Two trawlers will drag between them- 
nelv es a wire cutter supposed to sev er the wire holding the mines. 
If they 
hav e good luck, the torpedo rises to the surface, otherwise the trawlers rise 
la the air. 
It is heroic work, and is making possible the comparativ ely 


safe passage of our boys to France.
